• Keep the venti I ati on open i ngs cl ear; do not pi ace the TV on a soft su rf ace such as 
cloth or paper.

Liquids 

• Do not handle liquids near or on the TV Liquids that spill into it can cause serious 
damage. 

Cabinet 

• N ever open the cabi net or touch the parts i nsi de 

• Wi pe your TV with a clean, dry cloth. Never use water, cleani ng fl uids, wax, or 
chemicals 

• Do not put heavy obj ects on top of the cabi net. 
Temperature 

• If your TV is suddenly moved from a cold to a warm place unpl ug the power cord, 
and allow at least two hours for moisture that may have formed inside the unit to dry 
completely

television systems that are in use around the world. A TV designed for one system may 
not work properly with another system due to differences in the TV channel frequencies.
